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Private Monograph Issued» 
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On Col. Edward Carrington 


A valuable contribution to Vir- 
ginia history is made by Garland 
Evans Hopkins whose biographical 
monograph entitled “Colonel Car- 
rington, of Cumberland,” has been 
“privately issued” in Winchester, 

The author, already widely 
known as a student of history, has 
previously written a “History of 
Cumberland County” and has com- 
piled the “Cumberland County 
Tax Petitions.” 

Added value attaches to the 
present monograph, recalling the 
life and notable public services of 
Colonel Edward Carrington,® be- 
eause of the jnclusion of a brief 
genealogical gketched of the wide- 


ly known Garringtpn family of 
Virginia. 
The “monogr: has been dedi- 


cated to Dr. Eatly Lee Fox, who 
suggested the research wor 
which has been so carefully done. 

The author, in his preface, re- 
calls that the monograph “por- 
trays a soldier and statesman 
whose name in our day hardly 
ever is heard yet who played an 
important role in the founding of 
this nation.” And this is very true. 

Born in Cumberland 

Colonel Edward Carrington was 
born Feb. 11, 1749, at “Boston 
Hill,” Cumberland County, and 
was one of the eleven children of 
Colonel George Carrington, Sr., 
and Anne Mayo, his wife. His par- 
ents had established their home 


;|in that part of Goochland County 


which later became Cumberland, 
at a site near Cartersville. 

An older brother of Colonel Ed- 
ward Carrington was Judge Paul 
Carrington, Sr., who moved to 
Charlotte County in 1750, and 
who in 1788 became one of the 
first five members of the newly 
ereated Supreme Court of Ap- 
peals of Virginia. 

The story of Colonel Edward 
Carrington’s life is of special in- 
terest to Richmonders since he 
served as the Recorder, and as 
Mayor of this city where his 
death occurred in 1810. 

He had, also before coming to 
Richmond, ‘served as a member of 
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the Cumberland County Commit- 
teé~of Safety and in 1776 was 
commissioned a_ lieutenant-co

As a resident of Richmond he 
was a devoted member of old St. 
John’s Church, also taking a lead- 
ing part in the city’s civic and 
social life, 

In’ 1805 he had been elected 
recorder of the city and in the 


following year was elected Mayor |} 


for a one-year term. In 1809 he 
was again elected Mayor and, aft- 
er serving another one-year term, 
retired on account of failing 
health. : 

His death, which occurred here 
on October 28, 1810, was widely 
mourned and he was given a 
“Stately” funeral.
